THE SEPTEMBER CENTURY 


Unusual variety and range in il- 
lustrations and reading matter, and 
an out-of-door quality befitting the 
season are the distinctive qualities 
of the September Century. A fine 
portrait of Robert Burns is the 
frontispiece, Itis after a daguerre- 
otypeowned by Mr. Edmund C. 
Stedman. and made from a minia- 
ture which belonged to a sister of 
Burns. Inthe same number is a 
delightful account of ‘‘A Burns Pil- 
grimage,”’ by H. H., who relates 
several anecdotes fresh gleaned in 
the poet’s country. 

A richly illustrated paper on] 
“Cape Cod,’”’ by F. Mitchell, trans- 
forms that curious hook of sea-land 
into a homely Yankee paradise, 
where the fields are green, the 
woods are filled with birds, the vil- 
lages are quaiut and! prosperous, 
and the inhabitants are ,honest and 
witty. The-article has a colonial 
flavor which allies it to Dr. Ed- 
ward Eggelston’s illustrated histor- 
ical paper in the same number, on 
“Indian War in the Colonies.’’ 
This is a careful paper of thrilling in- 
terest.baséd on much original re- 
search, Striking pictures also ac- 
company Lieutenaut Schwatka’s 
account of ‘‘Musk-Ox Hunt,’’ which 
was an incident of. his Arctic expe- 
dition in 18798. Of popularYscien- 
tific interest are Ernest Ingersoll’s 
account of ‘‘Professor’ gassiz’s Lab- 
ratory,’”’ at Newport, with a portrait 
of Alexander Agassiz; and ‘‘The 
Tragedies of the Nests,’’ by John 
Burroughs, who describes in his in- 
imitable manner the dangers that 

threaten the birds in the house- 
keeping season. Accompanying 
the latter is a full-page ‘engraving 
by Elbridge Kingsley. The picture 
- was drawn with the graver, like 
the striking engravings by the 
‘game band, which were published 
in ‘recent numbers of the Century. 
A timely and valuable illustrated 
article is Roger Riordan’s “Orna- 
.mental Forms in.Nature.”’ It has 
the completeness ofa paper by an 
artist who has ideas and who knows 
how to bring pencil and pen to bear 
on a subject well thought out. He 
__shows how .a pure: taste in decora- 
tive art must be based upon close 


of beautiful forms in nature. 
The second part of ,‘‘The Bread- 
Winners,’”’ the anonymous story 
_ which is exciting wide interest and 
‘curiosity, reveals its motive as a 
satire on labor unions or socialism. 
In the eighth part.of “A Woman’s 
Reason’”’ (which/will be concluded 
in the October number), Lord Rain- 
ford proposes marriage to the her- 
oine, and is rejected. The third 
and last part of Joel Chandler Har- 
‘ris’ “Nights with Uncle Remus’’ is 
Offered, in addition to two humor- 
ous short stories: “Our Story,’’- by 
Frank ‘R. Stockton, showing how 
marriage resulted from literary col- 
laboration; and “Love in Old 
Clothes,’”’ a modern New York love 
story, in the quaint style and spell- 


ing of three hundred years ago, by 
H. C. Bunner.

The capital stock of, the “banks ) 
beginning business during the year 
has averaged considerably less than 
$100,000. This brings the general 
average of the national banks of 
the country down to about $220,000. 
In 1880 they averaged $210,000; in 
1875, $240,000; in 1870, $280,000. The 
number of banksis now 2,425, and 
their capital, $500,000,000. 
deposits are over $1,000,000,000, or 
double their capital stock. They 
own over $400,000,000 of Govern- 


{ment bonds, or one-third of the 


total outstanding bonds. The cap- 
ital stock of New York banks is 
$50,000,000 and their loans and dis- 
counts $250,000,000 er five times 
the amount of their capital stock. 
The loans and disceunts of all the 
banks in the country amounts to 
$1,280,000,000 or two and one-half 
times the amount of their capital. 
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An Important United States Court 
Decision in Wyoming. 
CHEYENNE, Wyo., Aug. 22. 

The famous ‘fence case’’ was de- 
cided to-day in the District Court by 
Chief Justice J. B. Senor. The case 
has been the subject of much discus- 
sion among the stockmen here and by 
the Interior and Law Departments, at 
Washington. The decision, if upheld 


by the Superior Courts, will affect, in a) 
radical manner, the stock-raising bypsi- | 


ness in Wyoming, Colorado, Utah, 
Idahd, Montana, Arizona, New Mex- 
ico and Kansas. No decision has ever 
been made on the question, and Judge 
Senor’s opinion forms a prevedent. 
The case is that of the United States v. 
Ah Swan and others. It isa bill in 
equity, asking for an injunction to 
abate a fence which had unlawfully 
inclosed 11 sections of Government 
land, and to restrain defendants from 
erecting other such fences on like un- 
occupied sections of the public do- 
main. This was brought as a test 
case, and was twice very elaborately 
argued by Brown, United States Dis- 
trict Attorney for Wyoming, and 
Brazee, United States District Attorney 
for Colorado, for the United Siates, 
and bv Corlett & Rosendale of Chey- 
enne for defendants. The case has 
been under advisement for a month, 
and with the result that the fences 
must be removed. The opinion is 
elaborate and carefully prepared. It 
cites and relies on as authority the de 
cisions of Lords Elder and Coltenham, 
in England, and the decisions of the 
Supreme Oourts of Pennsylvania, 
Georgia, Alabama, Wisconsin and 
Michigan, and the case of the United 
States vs. Daluth, reported «in first 
Dillon,. being the decision of Judge 


Miller of the Supreme Court of the 


United States on cognate questions, 
and concludes that ‘the unlawful fenc- 
ing of large tracts of public lands con- 
stitutes, first, a great public wrong; 
second, a public nuisance; and thirdly, 
that. it is in the nature of a purpresture 
at common Jaw, and so is remediable 
and relievable by the all-powerful in- 
junction issuing out of a Court of 
Equity as more appropriate and con- 
venient with right, equity and justice 
than any mere remedy at law. or a 
resort to the physical force of the War 


Department. 
' The James Trial Opened. 
GALLATIN, Mo., August 24. 

The jury that is trying the case of 
the State vs. Frank James spent the 
night in charge of the Sheriff. The 
case was much discussed at the hotels, 
and the opinion is generally expressed 
that a verdict. of guilty is out of the 
question. A hung jury is probable, 
and an acquittal is possible. Promptly 
at 8 o’clock this morning the Court 
convened; the witnesses being ex- 
cluded from the court-room. The &at- 
-‘tendante was not so large as yester- 
day;.a number of ladies occupied 
seats on the stage. Judge Goodman 
announced that the counsel would be 
altowodantour in which to present 
‘the case to the jury.

The 
theory is put forward by Ryan’s 
friends that he had hurt himself in a 
drunken fit and has been secreted by 
his friends.
